childzen of Jſrael did value, and gave them foz the potters 
field, as the Loꝛd appointed me.) And Jeſus ſtood befoze t 
governour;t the governour askedh'm,ſaying,Art thou 
King of the Jews? And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thou ſayeſ;, 
And when he was accuſed of the chiek pꝛieſts and elders, hy 
anſwered nothing. Then ſaith Pilate unto him, Htareſ 
thou not how many things they Witneſs againſt thee z And 
he anſwered him to never a Wozd, inſomuch that the gover- 
nour marvelled greatly. Now at that feaſt the governonr 
was wont to releaſe unto the people a pꝛiſoner, whom they 
would. And they had then a notable pziſoner, called Bar⸗ 
abbas. Therefoze when they were gathered together, 
Pilate ſaidunto them, Whom will ye that TJ releaſe unto 
you e Barabbas, oꝛ Jeſus, Which is called Chziſt : Foz he 
knew that foꝛ envy they had delivered him. When he Was 
ſet down on the judgment-leat, his Wife ſent unto him, 
ſaying, Have thou nothing to do with that juſt man: fo2 J 
have ſuffered many things this day in a dꝛeam becauſe of 
him. But the chief pꝛieſts and elders perſwaded the mul⸗ 
titude that they ſhould ask Barabbas, and deſtroy Jeſus, 
The governour ant wered and ſaidunto them, Whether of 
the twain will ye that J releaſe unto you » They ſaid, 
Warabbas. Pilate ſaithunto them, What ſhall I do then 
with Jeſus, which is called Chꝛiſt⸗ They all ſay untohim, 
Let him be crucified. And the governour ſaid, Why, What 
evil hath he done! But they cried out the moze, ſaying, Let 
him be crucified. UWhen Pilate ſa w that he could pꝛevail no⸗ 
thing, but that rather a tumult was made, he took water, 
and waſhed his hands befoze the multitude, ſaying, Jam 
innocent of the bloudok this juſt perſon : ſe ye to it. Then 
anſwered all the people, and ſaid, His bloud be on us, and 
on our childꝛen. Then releaſed he Barabbas unto them: 
and when he had ſcourged Jeſus, he delivered him to be 
crucified. Then the ſouldiers of the gobernour took Je- 
ſus into the common hall, and gathered unto him the whole 
band of ſouldiers. And they ſtripped him, and put on him 
a ſcarlet robe. And when they bad platted a crown of 
thoꝛns, they put it upon his head, and a red in his right 
hand : and they bowed the knee befoze Him, and mocked 
him, ſaying, Hail, king of the Jews. And they ſpit upon 
him, and took the reed, and \mote him on the head. And 
after that they had mocked him, they took the robe off from 
him, andput his own raiment on him, and led him away 
to crucitie him. And as they came out, they found a wan 
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of Cyꝛene, Simon by name: Him they compelled to bear 
his croſs. And When they were come unto a place called 
Golgotha, that is to ſay, a place of a ſcull. they gave him 
vineger to dzink,: mingled with gall : and when he had 
taſted thereof, he would not dzink. And they crucified him, 
and parted his garments, caſting lots : that it might be 
fulfilled, Which was ſpoken by the pzophet, They parted 
my garments among them, and upon my veſture did they 
calt lots. And litting down, they watched him there; and 
ſet up over his head his accuſation Witten, THIS 18 I E- 
SUS THE KING OF THE IE VS. Then were there 
two thieves crucified with him: one on the right hand, and 
another on the left. And they that paſled by reviled him, 
wagging their heads, and ſaying, Thou that deſtroyeſt the 
temple, and buildelt it in thze& days, ſave thy ſelf : if thou 
be the Son of God, come down from the croſs, Likewiſe 
alſo the chief pzieſts mocking him, with the ſcribes and el- 
ders, ſaid, He la ved others, Himſelf he cannot ſave : if he be 
the King of Jſrael, let him now come down from the 
croſs, and We Will believe him. He truſted in God; let 
him deliver him now if he will have him: foz He ſaid, Jam 
the Son of God. The thieves alſo which were crucified with 
him, caſt the ſame in his teeth. Row from the (irth hour 
there was darkneſs over all the land, unto the ninth hour. 
And about the ninth hour, Peſus cried with a loud voice, 
ſaying, Eli, Eli, lama ſabachthani? that is to ſay, My God, 
my God, why haſt thou fozfaken me: Some of them that 
ſtood there, when they Heard that, ſaid, This man calleth 
fo2z Elias. And ſtraightway one of them ran, and took a 
ſpunge, and filled it with vineger, and put it on a reed, and 
gave him to.dzink. . The reſt ſaid, Let be, let us ſ& whe- 
ther Elias will come to ſave him. Jeſus, when he had cri- 
ed again With a loud voice, yielded up the ghoſt. d be⸗ 
hold, the vail of the temple was rent in twain from the top 
to the bottom, and the earth did quake, and the rocks 
rent, and. the graves Were opened, and many bodies of 
ſaints which flept, aroſe, and came out of the graves after 
his reſurrection,.and Went into the holy city, and appeared 
unto many. Now when the centurion, and they that were 
withhim, watching Jeſus, ſaw the earth-quake,and thoſe 
things that were done, they feared greatly, ſaying, Tru- 
ly this was the Son of God.

z Fter two days was the feaſt of the paſſover, and of s. Mark 
Ag Unleavened bꝛead: and the chief pꝛieſts and the“ “ 
$2292 ſcribes fought how they might take him by craft, 
and put him to death. But they ſaid, Not on the feaſt-day, 
leſt there be an upꝛoꝛe of the people. And being in Betha- 
ny, in the houſe of Simon the leper,as he ſat at meat, there 
came a woman, Having an alabaſter-bor of ointment of 
ſpikenard, very pꝛecious, and ſhe bꝛake the bor, and pour: 
edit on His head. And there were ſome that Had indigna⸗ 
tion within themſelves, and ſaid, Why was this waſte of 
the ointinent made: Foz it might have ben ſold foꝛ moꝛe 
then thꝛer hundzed pence, and have been given to the proz : 
and they murmured againſt her. And Jeſus ſaid, Let 
her alone, why trouble you her ſhe hath wꝛought a good 
Wozk on me. Foz ye have the pooꝛ with you always, and 
whenſoever ye will, ye may do them good: but me ye have 
not always. She hath done What ſhe could: ſhe is come 
afoꝛehand to anoint my body to the burying. Uerily J ſay 
unto vou, Whereſoever this Goſpel ſhall be pꝛeached 
thꝛoughout the whole world, this alſo that ſhe hath done 
ſhall be ſpoken of foꝛ a memoꝛial of her. And Judas Jſca- 
riot, one of the twelve, went unto the chief pꝛieſts, to betray 
him unto them. And when they heard it, they were glad, 
and pꝛomiſed to give him money. And he ſought how he 
might conveniently betray him. And the firſt day of un⸗ 
leavened bzead, When they killed the paſſover, his diſciples 
laid unto him, Where wilt thou that we go and prepare, 
that thou mapeſt eat the paſſover : And he ſendeth fozth 
two of his diſciples, and ſaith unto them, Go ye into the 
city, and there ſhall meet you a man bearing a pitcher of 
water : follow him. And whereſoever he ſhall go in, fay 
pe to the geod⸗ man of the houſe, The maſter ſaith, Where 
is the gueſt-chamber, where J ſhall eat the paſſover with 
my diſciples ; And he will ſhew you a large upper rom 
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furniſhed and pzepared, there make ready foꝛ us. And his 
diſciples went fozth, and came into the city, and found as 
he had ſaid unto them : and they made ready the paſſover, 
And in the evening he cometh with the twelve. Andas they 
ſat, and did eat, Jeſus ſaid, Uerily J ſay unto you, one of 
you Which eateth with me, ſhall betray me. And they be⸗ 
an to be ſozrowful, and to ſay unto him one by one, Js it 
and another ſaid, Is it J: And he anlwered and ſaid 
unto them, It is one of the twelve that dippeth with me in 
the diſh. The Son of man indeed goeth, as it is Wzitten of 
him: but wo to that man by whom the Son of man is be⸗ 
trayed : good were it foꝛ that man if he had never been bozn, 
And as they did eat, Jeſus took bꝛead, and bleſſed, and 
bꝛake it, and gave to them, and ſaid, Take, eat: This is 
my body. And he took the cup, and when he had given 
thanks, he gave it to them : and they all dꝛank of it. And 
he ſaid unto them, This is my bloud of the new teſtament, 
Which is ſhed foꝛ many. Uerily J ſay unto you, J will 
dꝛink no moꝛe of the fruit of the vine, until that day that 
I dꝛink it new in the kingdom of God. And when they 
had ſung an hymn, they went out into the mount ol O⸗ 
lives. And Jeſus ſaith unto them, All ye ſhall be offended 
becauſe of me this night: foꝛ it is Witten, Þ will ſmite the 
n and the ſheep ſhall be ſcattered, But after that 
am riſen, Þ will go befoze vou into Galilee. But Pe- 
ter ſaid unto him, Although all ſhall be offended, yet Will 
not J. And Jeſus ſaith unto him, Uerily J ſay unto 
thee, that this day, even in this night, befoze the cock crow 
twice, thou ſhalt deny me thzice. But He ſpake the moze 
vehemently, If J ſhould die with thee, Þ will not deny 
thee in any Wiſe. Likewiſe alſo ſaid they all. And they 
came to a place which was named Gethſemane : and he 
ſaith to his diſciples, Sit ye Here, while J ſhall pzay. And 
he taketh with him Peter, and James, and John, and 
began to be ſoꝛe amazed, and to be very heavy, and ſaith 
unto them, My ſoul is exceeding ſozrowful unto death 
tarry ye here, and watch. And he went foꝛ ward a little, 
and tell on the ground, and pzayed, that if it were poſſible 
the hour might paſs from him. And he ſaid, Abba, Fa⸗ 
ther; all things are poſſible unto thee ; take away this cup 
from me: nevertheleſs, not what J will, but what thou 
wilt. And he cometh and findeth llc ping, and Gor 
unto Peter, Simon, leepeſt thou ⸗ couldſt not thou watt 
one hour Watch ye and pzay, leſt pe enter into temptati- 
on : the ſpirit truly is ready, but the fleſh is weak.

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again he went away, and pꝛaped, and ſpake the ſame 
werds. And when he returned, he found them aſleep again, 
(fo2 their eyes Were heavy) neither wiſt they what to an- 
wer him. And he cometh the third time, and ſaith unto 
them, Sleep on now, and take your reſt : it is enough, the 
hour is tome; Behold, the Son of man is betrayed into the 
hands of ſinners. Riſe up, let us go lo, he that betrayeth 
me is at hand. And immediately, while he yet ſpake, com- 
eth Judas, one of the twelve, and with him a great mut- 
titude with \wozds and ſtaves, from the chief Pꝛieſts, and 
the Scribes, and the Elders. And he that betrayed him, 
had given them a token, ſaying, Whomſoever J ſhall kiſs, 
that ſame is he ; take him and lead him away ſafely. And 
as ſoon as he was come, he goeth ſtraightway to him, 
and ſaith, Maſter, maſter, and kiſſed him. And they laid 
their hands on him, and took him. And one of them that 
ſtood by, dꝛew a \\wozd, and ſmote a ſervant of the high 
Pꝛieſt, and cut off his ear. And Jeſus anſwered, and ſaid 
unto them, Are ye come out as againſt a thief, with ſwozds 
and with ſta ves, to take me + J was daily with you in 
the temple, teaching, and ye took me not : but the Scri- 
ptures muſt be fulfilled. And they all fozfook him, and 
fled. And there followed him a certain young man, having 
4 linen cloth caſt about his naked body; and the young 
men laid hold on him. And he left the linen cloth, and fled 
from them naked. And they led Jeſus away to the high 
Piieſt, and With him were aſſembled all the chief Pꝛieſts, 
and the Elders, and the Scribes ; and Peter followed him 
afar off, even into the palace of the high Pꝛieſt: and he ſat 
with the ſervants, and warmed himſelf at the fire. And 
the chief Pꝛieſts, and all the councel ſought fo: witneſs a- 
gainſt Jeſus to put him to death, and found none. Foz 
many bare falſe witneſs againſt him, but their witneſs a- 
greed not together. And there aroſe certain, and bare falſe 
witneſs againſt him, ſaying, We heard him ſay, J will 
deltroy this temple that is made with hands, and within 
thi days Þ Will build another made without hands. 
But neither ſo did their witneſs agree together. And the 
high Pꝛieſt ſtood up in the midſt, and asked Jeſus, ſaying, 
Aulwerelt thou nothing e what is it which theſe witneſs 
againſt thee 2 But he held his peace, and anlwered nothing: 
Again the high Pꝛieſt asked him, and ſaid unto him, 
Art thou the Cheiſt, the Son of the Bleſſed ! And Jeſus 
laid, Jam; and ye ſhall ſee the Son of man ſitting on the 
right hand of power, and coming in the clouds of or 
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Then the high Pꝛieſt rent his clothes, and ſaith, What 
need we any further witneſſes: ye have heard the blaſphe- 
my: what think ye - And they all condemned him to be 
guilty of death. And ſome began to ſpit on him, and to 
cover his face, and to buffet him, and to ſay unto him, 
P2opheſie ; and the ſervants did ſtrike him With the palms 
of their hands. And as Peter was beneath in the palace, 
there conicthone of the maids of the high pꝛieſt; and when 
ſhe ſaw Peter warming himſelf, the looked upon him, and 
ſaid, And thou alſo waſt with Jeſus of Nazareth. But 
he denied,ſaying, Þ know not, neither underſtand J what 
thou ſapeſt. And he went out into the pozch, and the cock 
crew. And a maid ſaw him again, and began to ſay to 
them that flood by, This is one of them. And he denied it 
again. And a little after, they that ſtood by ſaid again to 
Peter, Surely thou art one of them; foz thou art a Gali- 
lean, and thy ſpeech agreeth thereto. But he began to curl 
and to ſwear, ſaying, J know not this man of whom ye 
ſpeak. And the ſecond time the cock crew. And Peter call⸗ 
ed to mind the woꝛd that Jeſus ſaid unto him, Befoꝛe the 
cock crow twice, thou ſhalt deny me thzice. And when he 
thought thereon, he wept. 
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Su zhe Lo2d God hath opened mine ear, and J was not 
L rebellious, neither turned away back. J gave my 
Ned back to the lmiters, and my cheeks to them that 
plucked off the hair: J hid not my face from ſhame and 
ſpitting. Fo2 the Loꝛd God will help me, therefoze (hall J 
not be confounded: therefoze have J ſet my face like a flint, 
and I know that J ſhall not be aſhamed. He is near that 
juſtifieth me, who will contend with me: Let us ſtand to- 
gether ; who is mine adverſary : let him come near to me. 
Behold, the Loꝛd God will help me; who is he that ſhall 
condemn me - Lo, they all ſhall war old as a garment : 
the moth ſhall eat them up. Tho is among vou that fear- 
eth the Lozd, that obeyeth the voice of his ſervant, that 
walketh in darkneſs, and hath no light:! let him truſt in 
the Name of the Loꝛd, and ſtay upon his God. Behold, all 
ye that kindle a fire, that compaſs your ſelves about with 
ſparks ; walk in the light of your fire, and in the ſparks 
that ye have kindled. This ſhall ye have of mine hand, ve 
ſhall lie down in ſoꝛrow. 8 
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dd ſtraightway in the morning, the chief pꝛielts san. i 
held a conſultation with the elders and ſcribes, 
24252 and the whole councel, and bound Jeſus, and car- 
ried him away, and delivered him to Pilate. And Pilate 
asked him, Art thou the King ok the Jews ? And he an- 
ſwering, ſaid unto Him, Thou ſayeſt it. And the chief 
puelts accuſed him of many things: but he anſwered no- 
thing. And Pilate asked him again, ſaying, Anſwereſt 
thou nothing - behold how 1 things they witnels a⸗ 
gainſt thee. But Jeſus pet anſwered nothing: ſo that 
Pilate marvelled. Now at that feaſt he releaſed unto them 
one pziſoner, whomſoever they deſired. And there was one 
named Barabbas, Which lay bound With them that had 
made inſurrection with him, who had committed murder 
in the mſurrection. And the multitude crying aloud, began 
to deſirehim to do as he had ever done unto them. But Pi- 
late anſwered them, ſaying, Will ye that J releaſe un- 
to you the King of the Jews : (Foz he knew that the chief 
pꝛieſts had delivered him foꝛ envy) But the chief pꝛieſts 
moved the people, that he ſhould rather releaſe Barabbas 
unto them. And Pilate an{Wwered, and ſaid again unto 
them, What Will ye then that J.ſhall do unto him whom 
ye call the King of the Jews: And they cried out again, 
Crucifie him. Then Pilate ſaid unto them, Why, what 
til hath he done! And they cried out the moze exceedingly, 
Cruciſie him. And ſo Pilate, willing to content the people, 
releaſed Barabbas unto them, and delivered Jeſus, when 
he had ſcourged him, ts be crucified. And the ſouldiers led 
him away into the hall called Pzetozium ; and they call 
together the whole band. And they clothed him with pur- 
ple, and platted a crown of thozns, and put it about his 
head, and began to ſalute Him, Hail King of the Jews. 
And they ſmote him on the head with a reed, and did ſpit 
upon him, and bowing their knees, woꝛſhipped him. And 
when they had mocked him, they took off the purple from 
him, and put his own clothes on him, and led him out to 
crucifie him. And they ＋ one Simon a Cyzenean, 
who paſſed by, coming out of the countrey, the father of 
Alexander and Rufus, to bear his croſs, And they bzing 
himunto the Pace Golgotha, Which is, being interpreted, 
the plate of a {cull. And they gave him to dzink, wine min- 
gled with myꝛrhe; but he received it not. And when they 
hadcrucified him, they parted his garments, caſting lots 


upon them, what every man ſhould take, And it __ the 
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third hour, and they crucified him. And the ſuperſcriptign 
of his:accuſation was Witten over, IHE KING Op IHE 
JEWS. And with him they crucifie two thieves, the one on 
his right hand, and the other on his left. And the Seri⸗ 
pture was fulfilled, which ſaith, And he was numbꝛed 
with the tranſgreſſours. And they that paſſed by, railed 
on him, wagging their heads, and ſaying, Ah, thou that 
deſt royeſt the temple, and buildeſt it in the days, ſave thy 
ſelf; and come down from the croſs. Likewiſe alſo 
chief pꝛieſts mocking, ſaid among themſelves, with the 
ſcribes, He: ſabed others, himſelf He cannot ſave. Let 
Chꝛiſt the king of Jſracl deſcend now from the croſs; that 
we may ſe and believe. And they that were crucified 
him: reviled Him. And when the ürth hour was come, 
there was darkneſs over the whole land, until the ninth 
hour. And at the ninth hour, Jelus cried with a loud voice, 
ſaying, Eloi, Eloi, lama ſabachthani? Which is, being in- 
terpꝛeted, My God, my God, why halt thou fozſaken me; 
And lome of them that ſtood by, when they heard it, ſaid, 
Bc hold, he calleth Elias. And one ran, and filled a ſpunge 
full of vineger, and put it on a reed, and gave him to dein, 
ſaying, Let alone; let us ſcł whether Elias will come to 
take him down. And Jelus cried with a loud voice, and 
gave up the ghoſt, And the vail of the temple was rent in 
twain from the top to the bottom. And when the centuri- 
on which Kood over againſt him, ſaw that he ſo cried out, 
2 * up the ghoſt, he ſaid, Truly this man was the 

on of God, | 
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ann Here a teſtament is, there mult alſo of neceſſity be 
Bn the death of the teſtatour : foꝛ a teſtament is of force 
Natter men are dead; otherwiſe it is of no ſtrength 

at all whilſt the teſtatour liveth. Mhereupon, neither 
the firſt teſtament was dedicated without bloud : foz when 
Moſes had ſpoken every pꝛecept to all the people, accoꝛding 
to the law, he took the bloud of calves, and ok goats, wit) 
water and ſcarlet wol, and hyſſop, andſpzinkled both the 
bock and all the people; ſaying, This is the bloud of the te⸗ 
ſtament, which God hath enjoyned unto vou. Moxeober⸗ 
he ſp2inkled kkkewiſe with bloud-both the tabernacle, and 
all the veſſels of the miniſtry. And almolt all things are 
by the law purged with -bloud ; and without ſhedding 15 
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D is no remiſſion. It was therefoze neceſſary that the 
patterns of things in the heavens (hould be purified with 
theſe ; but the heavenly things themſelves With better ſa- 
crifices then theſe. Foz Chꝛiſt is not entred into the holy 
places made with hands, which are the figures of the true, 
but into heaven it ſelf, now to appear in the pzeſence of God 
fo us; no2 yet that he ſhould offer Himſelf often, as the 
high pꝛieſt entreth into the we — 4 every year with bloud 
of others : foz then muſt he often have ſuffered ſince the 
foundation of the Wwozld ; but now once in the end of the 
wozld, hath he appeared to put away lin by the ſacrifice of 
himſelf. And as it is appointed unto men once to die, but 
after this the judgment: lo Chꝛiſt was once offered to bear 
the ſins of many; and unto them that look foꝛ him, ſhall 
he appear the ſecond time Without ſin unto ſalvation.

And they ſaid unto him, Where 
wilt thou that we pzepare And he laid unto them, Be⸗ 
hold, when ye are entred into the city, there ſhall a man 
met you, bearing a pitcher of water; follow him into the 
houſe where he entreth in. And ye ſhall ſay unto the gad- 
man of the houſe, The maſter ſaith unto thee, Where is the 
gueſt-chamber, where J ſhall eat the paſſover with my di- 
ſciples : And he ſhall ſhew you a large upper rom furnilhed; 
there make ready. And they went, and found as he had ſaid 
unto them: and they made ready the paſſover.And when the 
hour Was come, he ſat down,t the twelve Apoſtles with him. 
And he ſaid unto them. Mith deſire J have deſired to eat this 
paſſover with vou befoze J ſuffer. Foz 5 ſay unto you, J 
will not any moꝛe eat thereof,until it be tulalled in the king- 
dom of God. And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and 
ſaid, Take this, and divide it among your ſelves. Foz J ſay 
unto you, J Will not dꝛink of the fruit of the vine, _ 
the 
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the kingdom of God ſhall come. And he took bead, and 
gave thanks, and bzake it, and gave unto them, ſaying, 
This is my body, Which is given foꝛ vou: this doin re- 
membꝛance of me. LikeWiſe alſo the cup after ſupper, 
ſaying, This cup is the new Teſtament in my bloud, whi 
is ſhed koꝛ you. But behold, the hand of him that detrapeth 
me, is with me on the table. And truly the Don of man 
goeth as it was determined; but wo unto that man, by 
whom he is betrayed. And they began to enquire among 
themſelves, which of them it was that ſhould do this thing, 
And there was alſo a ſtrife among them, Which of them 
ould be atcounted the greateſt, And he laid unto them, 
he kings df the Gentiles ererciſe loꝛdſhip over them, and 
they that exercife authoꝛity upon them, are called benefa- 
ctours. But ye ſhall not be ſo; but he that is greateſt a- 
mong you, let him be as the younger ; and he that is chief, 
as he that doth ſerve. Foz Whether is greater, he that ſit- 
teth at meat, oꝛ he that ſerveth - is not he that ſitteth 
at meats But J am among you as he that ſervetch, 
Pe are they Which have continued with me in my temptati⸗ 
ons. And J appoint unto you a kingdom, as my Father 
hath appointed unto me; that ye may tat and dꝛink at my 
table in my kingdom, and ſit on thꝛones, judging the 
twelve tribes of Pſrael. And the Loꝛd ſaid, Simon, Si⸗ 
mon, behold, Satan hath deſired to have yon, that he may 
ſift vou as wheat: But J have pzayed foz thee, that thy 
faith fail not; and when thou art ronverted, ſtrengthen 
thy bzethzen. And he laid unto him, Lozd, Jam ready to 
go with thee both ito pꝛiſon and to death. And he ſaid, J 
tell ther Peter, the cock ſhall not crow this day, befoze 
thou ſhalt thzice deny that thou knoweft me.

Fo2 ed in 
vou, that this that is Witten, muſt yet be accompliſhed in 
me, And he was reckoned among the tranſgreſſours : fo: 
the things concerning me have an end. And they ſaid, Lord, 
behold, here are two \wozds. And he aid unto them, It ts 
enough. And he came out, and went, as he was wont, 
to the mount of Olives, and his difciples allo followed him. 
And when he was at the place, he ſaid unto them, Pray, 
that ye enter not into temptation. And he was withdzaws 
from them about à ſtones caſt, and ünckled down, _

And While he yet ſpake, 
behold, a multitude, and he that was called Judas, one 
of the twelve, went befoze them, and dꝛew near unto Je⸗ 
ſus to kiſs him. But Jeſus ſaid unto him, Judas, be- 
trayeſt thou the Son of man With a kiſs - When they who 
were about him, ſaw what would follow, they ſaid unto 
him,Lo2d,ſhall we mite with the \wozd - And one of them 
\mote the ſervant of the High Pꝛieſt, and cut off his right 
car. And Jeſus an\Wered and ſaid, Suffer ye thus far. 
And he touched his ear, and healed him. Then Jelus ſaid 
unto the chiek pꝛieſts, and captains of the temple, and the 
elders who Were come to him, Be ye come out as againſt a 
thief, with ſwozds and ſtaves ; When J was daily with 
you in the temple, ye ſtretched fozth no hands againſt me: 
but this is your hour, and the power of darkneſs. Then 
tok they him, and led Him, and bꝛought him into the high 
pueſts houſe, and Peter followed afar off. And when they 
had kindled a fire in the midſt of the hall, and were fet down 
together, Peter ſat down among them. But a certain 
maid beheld him, as he ſat by the fire, and earneſtty looked 
upon him, and ſaid, This man was alto with him. And he 
denied him, ſaying, Woman, J know him not. And after 
a little While another law him, and ſaid, Thou art alſo 
of them. And Peter laid, Wan, J am not. And about the 
(pace of one hour after, another confidently affirmed, ſay- 
ing, Ok a truth this fellow alſo was with him; foꝛ he is a 
Galilean, And Peter ſaid, Man, Þ know not what thou 
layeſt.

And the Lozd turned, and looked upon Peter; and Peter 
remembzed the word of the Toꝛd, how he Had ſaid unto 
him, Befoze the cock crow, thou ſhalt deny me thzice. And 
deter went out and wept bitterly. And the men that held 
Aus, mocked him, and fmote him. And when they had 
vlind-folded him, they ſtruck him on the face, and aged 
him, ſaying, Pꝛophelie, who is it that fmote thee - And 
mauy other things blaſphemonſly ſpxke they againſt Him.

1 Cor 1). Hen N this that J declare unto you, J pꝛaiſe you not 
22 that you come together, not foꝛ the better, but fo; 
the Wozſe. Foz firſt of all, when ye come together 
in the Church, J hear that there be diviſions among you, 
and J partly believe it. Foꝛ there muſt be alſo herefies a- 
mong you, that they who are appꝛoved may be made mani- 
feſt among you. When ye come together therefoze into one 
place, this is not to cat the Lo2ds ſupper : Foz in eating, 
every one taketh befoze other his own ſupper : and one is 
hungry, and another is dzunken. What, have ye not hou- 
les to eat and to dꝛink in; oz deſpiſe ye the Church of God, 
and ſhame them that have not ; What ſhall J ſay to vou: 
ſhall J pꝛaiſe you in this - J p2aiſe you not. Foz JJ have 
received of the Loꝛd that which alſo JJ delivered unto pon, 
That the Lozd Jeſus, the ſame night in which he was 
betrayed, took bzead ; and When he had given thanks, he 
bꝛake it, and ſaid, Take, eat; this is my body, Which is 
bzoken fo2 you : this do in remembꝛante of me. After the 
ſame manner alſo he took the cup, when he had ſupped,ſay- 
ing, This cup is the new teſtament in my bloud: this do 
ve as oft as ye dꝛink it, in remembzance of me. Foz as ol⸗ 
ten as ye eat this bzead, and dꝛink this cup, ve do ſhew the 
Z02ds death till he come. Wherefoze, Whoſoever ſhall eat 
this bzead, and dꝛink this cup of the Lozd un woꝛthily, ſhall 
be guilty of the body and bloud of the Lozd. But let a 
man examine himſelf, and ſo let him eat of that bzead, and 
dzink of that cup. Foz he that eateth and dzinketh un- 
Wozthily, eateth and dzinketh damnation to himfelf, not 
diſcerning the Lozds body. Foz this cauſe many are weak 
and ſickly among you, and many ſleep. Foz if we would 
judge our ſelves, we ſhould not be judged. But when we 
are judged, we are chaſtened of the Loꝛd, that we ſhould 
not be condemned with the woꝛld. Wherefoze, my bꝛethꝛen, 
when ye come together to eat, tarry one foꝛ another. And 


fany man hunger, let him eat at home ; that ye come not 
together unto condemnation. And the reſt will J let in 
o2der when J come.

g Phe whole multitude of them aroſe, and led him unto s Lad cs. 

Ten Pilate, And they began to accuſe him, ſaying, - 
22 Me found this fellow perverting the nation, and 
foꝛbidding to give tribute to Ceſar, ſaying, that he Himſelf 
is Chꝛiſt a king. And Pilate asked him, ſaying. Art thou the 
king of the Jews: And he anſwered him and ſaid, Thou 
ſayeſt it. Then ſaid Pilate to the chief pꝛieſts, and to the 
people, I find no fault in this man. And they were the 
moze fierce, ſaying, He ſtirreth up the people, teaching 
thoughout all Jewy, beginning from Galilee to this 
place. When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked whether 
the man were a Galilean. And as ſoon as he knew that 
he belonged unto Herods juriſdiction, he ſent him to Herod, 
who himſelf was alſo at Jeruſalemat that time. And 
when Herodſaw Jeſus, he was erceding glad, foꝛ he was 
deſirous fo ſe him of a long ſeaſon, becauſe he had heard 
many things of him, and he hoped to have ſeen ſome mira- 
cle done by him. Then he queſtioned with him in many 
wozds ; but he anſweredhim nothing. And the chiek pꝛieſts 
and ſcribes ſtood and vehemently accuſed him. And He- 
rod with his men of war ſet him at nought, and mocked 
him, and arayed him in a go2geous robe, and ſent him a- 
gain to Pilate, And the ſame day Pilate and Herod were 
made friends together; fo2 bekoꝛe they were at enmity be⸗ 
tween themſelves. And Pilate, when he Had called toge⸗ 
ther the chief pzieſts, and the rulers, and the people, ſaid 
unto them, Pe have bꝛought this man unto me, as one that 
perverteth the people, and behold, Þ having eramined him 
befoze you, have found no fault in this man touching thoſe 
things whereof ye accuſe him: No, noz yet Herod : fo2 JP 
lent you to him, and lo, nothing woꝛthy of death is done 
unto him. J will therefoze chaſtiſe him, and releaſe him. 
Foz of necefity he muſt releaſe one unto them at the feaſt. 
And they cried out all at once, ſaying, Away with this 
man, and releaſe unto us Barabas : ( Who foz a certain 
ſedition made in the city, and foꝛ murder was caſt in pꝛiſon) 
Pilate therefoze willing to releaſe Jeſns, ſpake again to 
them. But they cried, ſaying, Crucifie him, crucifie him. 
And he ſaid unto them the third time, Why, what evil hach 
he done ⸗ J have found no cauſe of death in him: J will 

therefoze chaſtiſe him, andlet him * And they wy . 
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ſtant with loud voices, requiring that he might be crucifi- 
ed: and the voices of them, and of the chief pꝛieſts pꝛevailed. 
And plate gave ſentence, that it ſhould be as they requi⸗ 
red. And he releaſedunto them, him that foꝛ ſedition and 
murder was caſt into pꝛiſon, whom they had deſired; but 
he delivered Jeſus to their will. And as they led him away, 
they laid Hold upon one Simon a Cpꝛenean, coming out of 
the countrey, and on him they laid the crols, that he might 
bear it after Jeſus. And there followed him a great com⸗ 
pany of people, and of women, who alſo bewailed and la⸗ 
mented him. But Jeſus turning unto them, laid, Daugh- 
ters of Jeruſalem, weep not toz me, but Weep foz your 
ſelves, and fo2 your childzen. Foz behold, the days are 
coming, in which they ſhall ſay, 2Bleffed are the barren, 
and the wombs that never bare, and the paps Which never 
gave ſuck. Then ſhall they begin to lay to the mountains, 
Fall on us; and to the hills, Cover us. Foz if they do theſe 
things in a green tree, what ſhall be done in the dzy : And 
there were alſo two other malefacours led with him to be 
put to death. And When they were come to the place Which 
is called Calvary, there they cruciaed him; and the male- 
facousr, one on the right hand, and the other on the left, 
Then ſaid Jeſus, Father, foꝛgive them, foꝛ they know not 
what they do. And they parted his raiment, and caſt lots, 
And the people ſtood beholding ; c the-rulers alſo with them 
derided him, ſaying, He ſaved others, let Him ſave Himſelf, 
if he ve Chziſt the choſen of God.

But the other anlwering, rebuked 
him, ſaying, Doſt not thou fear God, ſeeing thou art inthe 
ſame condemnation 7 And we indeed juſtly ; foꝛ we receive 
the due reward of our deeds, but this man hath done no- 
thing amiſs. And he laid unto Jeſus, Lozd, remember 
me when thou comeſt into thy Kingdom. And Jeſus ſaid 
unto him, Uerily J ſay unto thee, To day ſhalt thou be 
with me in Paradiſe. And it was about the ſixth hour. 
And there was a darkneſs over all the earth, until the 
ninth hour. And the lun was darkened, and the vail of the 
temple was rent in the midſt, And when Jeſus had cri- 
ed With a loud voice, he ſaid, Father, into thy hands d 
commen 
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nend my ſpirit: and having ſaid thus, he gave up 
te hoſt. Now when the Centurion ſaw what was done, 
he glozified God, ſaying, Certainly this was a rightedus 
man.

Mherefoꝛe when he cometh into the wozld, he faith, Sa⸗ 
crifice and offering thou Wouldeſt not, but a body haſt thou 
p2epared me: Jn burnt-offerings, and ſacrifices foz ſin 
thou haſt had no pleaſure : Then ſaid J. Lo, J come (jn 
the volume of the book it is wꝛitten of me) to do thy will, O 
God. Above, When he laid, Sacrifice and offering, and 
burnt-offerings, and offering fo2 fin thou wouldeſt not, 
neither hadſt pleaſure therein, which are offered by the 
law: Then ſaid he, Lo, J come to do thy will, O God, 
He taketh away the firſt, that he may eſtabliſh the ſecond, 
By the which will we are ſanctified, though the offering of 
the body of Jeſus Chziſt once foꝛ all. And every pꝛieſt ſtand- 
eth daily miniſtring, and offering often times the ſame ſa- 
crifices which can never take away ſins. But this man 
after he had offered one ſacrifice fo2 ſins, foz ever ſat down 
on the right hand of God; from hencefozth expecting till 
his enemies be made his foot-ſtool. Foꝛ by one oſtering he 
hath perfected foꝛ ever them that are ſanctified 2 UWhereof 
the Holy Ghoſt alſo is a Witneſs to us: Foꝛ after that he 
had ſaid befoze, This is the covenant that J will make 
with them after thoſe days, ſaith the Loꝛd, J will put my 
laws into their hearts, and in their minds Will J mite 
them: and their ſins and iniquities will J remember no 
moꝛe. Now where remiſſion of theſe is, there is no mote 
offering foꝛ lin. Having therefoze, bꝛethꝛen, boldneſs toen- 
ter into the holieſt by the bloud of Jeſus, by a new and li⸗ 
vng way, which he hath conſecrated foꝛ us, thꝛough the 
vail, that is to ſay, his fleſh: And having an high Paielt 
over the houſe of God; let us dꝛaw near with a true heart, 
in full aſſurance of faith, having our hearts ſpzinkled 
from an evil conſcience, and our bodies Waſhed with pure 
water. Tet us hold faſt the pzofeſſion of our faith with- 
out wavering : (foꝛ he is faithful that pꝛomiſed) And let us 
conlider one another to pzovoke unto love, and to god 
Wozks ; not foꝛſaking the aſſembling of our ſelves toge- 
ther, as the manner of ſome is but exhoꝛting one another:

t went again into the judgment-hall, t ſaith unto Jeſus, 
whence art thou + But Jeſus gabe him no anſwer. Then 
ſaith Pilate unto Him, Speakeſt thou not unto me: know- 
eſt thou not, that J have power to crucifie thee, and have 
power to releaſe the ⸗ Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldeſt 
have nopoWer at all againſt me, ercept it were given thee 
from above : therefoze he that delivered me unto thx hath 
the greater ſin. And from thencefoꝛth Pilate ſought to 
releaſe him: but the Jews cried out, ſaying, It thou 
let this man go, thou art not Ceſars friend: Whoſoever 
maketh himſelf a king, ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar. When 
Pilate therefoze heard that ſaying, he bzought Jeſus foꝛth, 
and ſat down in the judgment ⸗ſeat, in a place that is cal- 
led the Pavement, but in the HebzeW, Gabbatha. And it 
was the pzeparation of the paſſover, and about the ſixth 
hour: and he ſaith unto the Jews, Behold pour king. 
But they cried out, Away With him, away with him, 
truciſte him. Pilate ſaith unto them, Shall J crucifie 
your king: The chief Pꝛieſts anſWered, We have no king 
but Ceſar. Then delivered he him therefoze unto them to 
be crucified : and they took Jeſus and led him away. And 
he bearing his croſs, went foꝛth into a place called the place 
of a ſcull, which is called in the Hebzew, Golgotha : Where 
they crucified him, and two other with him, on either ſide 
one, and Jeſus in the midſt. And Pilate W2ote a title, 
and put it on the croſs. And the wꝛiting was, JESUS OF 
NAZARETH THE KING OF THE JEWS. This title 
then read many of the Jews: foz the place where Jeſus 
was crucified was nigh to the city: and it was wꝛitten in 
Hebzew, and Gzeek, and Latine. Then ſaid the chief 

neſt of the Jews to Pilate, Waite not, The king of the 

ews ; but that he ſaid, Jam the king of the Jews. Þi- 
late anſwered, What J have Witten, J have witten. 
Then the ſouldiers, when they had crucified Jeſus, _

bis garments (and made four parts, to every ſouldier g 
part) and alſo his coat : now the coat was Without ſeam, 
woven from the top thzoughout, They ſaid therefoze a- 
mong themſelves, Let us not rend it, but caſt lots foz ic, 
whole it ſhall be: that the Scripture might be fulfilie, 
which ſaith, They parted my raiment among them, and 
foꝛ my veſture they did caſt lots, Theſe things therefore the 
ſouldiers did. Now there ſtood þy the croſs of [ Jeſus, his 
mother, and his mothers ſiſter, Mary the Wife of Cleophas 
and Mary Magdalene. When Jeſus therefoze ſaw his 
mother, and the diſciple ſtanding by, whom he loved, he ſaith 
unto his mother, Woman, behold thy ſon. Then ſaithhe to 
the diſciple, Behold thy mother. And from that hour that 
diſciple took her unto his own home. After this, Jeſus 
knowing that all things were now accomplilhed, that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, ſaith, Þ thirſt, Now ther 
was ſet a veſſel full of vineger : and they filled a ſpung:

Then Jelus therefoze had received the vineger, 
he ſaid, It is finiſhed : and he bowed his head, and gave 
up the ghoſt. The Jews therefoze becauſe it was the pw 
paration, that the bodies ſhould not remain upon the croſs 
on the ſabbath-day (fo2 that ſabbath-day was an high day 
beſought Pilate that their legs might be bzoken, and that 
they might be taken a way. Then came the ſouldiers,and 
bꝛake the legs of the firſt, and of the other which was cru- 
cified with him. But when they came to Jeſus, andſaw 
that he was dead already, they bzake not his legs. But ont 
of the ſouldiers with a ſpear pierced his ſide, and fo2zthwith 
came there out bloud and water. And he that ſaw it bart 
recoꝛd, and his recoꝛd is true: and he knoweth that he ſaith 
true, that ve might believe.

„ O many as intend to be partakers of the Holy Communion; 
ſhall ſignifie their Names to the Curate at leaſt ſometime 
the day before. | 
And if any of thoſe be an open and notorious evil liver, or have 
done any wrong to his Neighbours by word or deed, ſo that the 
Congregation be thereby offended ; the Curate having knowledge 
hereof, {hall call him and advertiſe him, That in any wiſe he 
preſume not to come to the Lords Table, until he hath openly 
declared himſelf to have truly repented and amended his former 
naughty life, that the Congregation may thereby be ſatisfied, 
which before were offended ; and that he hath recompenſed the 
Parties to whom he hath done wrong, or at leaſt declare himſelf 
to be in full purpoſe ſo to do, as ſoon as he conveniently may. 

C The {ame Order ſhall the Curate uſe with thoſe betwixt whom 
he perceiveth malice and hatred to reign ; not ſuffering them to 
be partakers of the Lords Table, until he know them to be re- 
conciled. And if one of the Parties ſo at variance, be content to 
forgive from the bottom of his heart all that the other hath treſ- 
paſſed againſt him, and to make amends for that he himſelf hath 
offended ; and the other Party will not be perſwaded to a godly 
unity, but remain till in his frowardneſs and malice : the Mini- 
ſer in that caſe ought to admit the penicent Perſon to the Holy 
Communion, and not him that is obſtinate. Provided that every 
Miniſter ſo repelling any, as is ſpecified in this, or the next pre- 
cedent Paragraph of this Rubrick, ſhall be obliged to give an ac- 
count of the ſame to the Ordinary within fourteen days after at 
the fartheſt.
